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GOP’s Moore refuses to concede bitter Senate race

MONTGOMERY, Ala. — 
In a stunning victory aided 
by scandal, Democrat Doug 
Jones won Alabama’s spe- 
cial Senate election on 
Tuesday, beating back his- 
tory, an embattled Republi- 
can opponent and President 
Donald Trump, who ur- 
gently endorsed GOP rebel 
Roy Moore despite a litany 
of sexual misconduct alle- 


gations. 

It was the first Demo- 
cratic Senate victory in a 
quarter-century in Ala- 
bama, one of the reddest of 
red states, and proved anew 
that party loyalty is any- 
thing but sure in the age of 
Trump. The Republican 
loss was a major embarrass- 
ment for the president and a 
fresh wound for the nation’s 
already divided GOP. 

“We have shown not just 
around the state of Ala- 
bama, but we have shown 


the country the way — that 
we can be unified” Jones 
declared as supporters in a 
Birmingham ballroom 
cheered, danced and cried 
tears of joy. He added, “This 
entire race has been about 
dignity and respect.” 

With 100 percent of 
precincts reporting, Jones 
led Moore, 49.9 percent to 
48.4 percent, according to 
The Washington Post. 
Write-in votes accounted 
for 1.7 percent. 

From the White House, 


Trump tweeted his con- 
gratulations to Jones “on a 
hard-fought victory” — but 
added that “the Republi- 
cans will have another shot 
at this seat in a very short 
period of time. It never 
ends!” 

Moore, however, did not 
concede Tuesday night. 
“It’s not over,’ he said dur- 
ing a brief appearance be- 
fore supporters.

After 70 years, MSI

Since 1950, hundreds of

Mom waited 10 years 
for this day to arrive 


After decadelong delay, 
state starts screening 
babies for Krabbe disease

Natasha Spencer didn’t know 
whether this day would ever 
arrive. 

On Tuesday, the South Shore 
mother watched as technicians at 
the Illinois Department of Public 
Health lab in Chicago screened 
the first batch of blood samples 
from Illinois newborns for Krabbe 
disease, a devastating neurological 
illness that can be treated only if 
caught in the earliest days of life. 

The Illinois legislature in 2007 
passed a law requiring that all 
newborns in the state be screened 
for Krabbe, but the testing wasn’t 
implemented until this week. 
“Doomed by Delay,’ a Tribune 
special report published in Octo- 
ber, exposed a decade of missteps 
by public health officials who

robbed Spencer and other Illinois 
parents of a chance to save their 
children from Krabbe. 

Spencer’s son, Kenan Spencer 
Witczak, was born in February 
2011 — after the testing was 
supposed to start. Because Kenan 
wasn’t screened at birth, his con- 
dition wasn’t caught until it was 


too late for a transplant. Kenan is 6 
years old, and he is dying. 

For years, Spencer had imag- 
ined bringing her son to the lab as 
the testing was launched. An 
artist, Spencer envisioned taking a 
picture of him surrounded by the

Police face an increas- 
ingly common challenge: 
how to tell ifa driver is high. 

As states legalize mari- 
juana use, opioid abuse runs 
rampant, the methamphet- 
amine crisis continues and 
new synthetic drugs hit the 
streets, law enforcement 
authorities say it’s more 
common than ever to en- 
counter motorists who are 
under the influence. 

In response, police are 
pioneering a new genera- 
tion of chemical tests de- 
signed to detect drugs 
quickly in drivers’ bodies, 
eventually during a road- 
side stop. They’re like 
breath tests for alcohol, but 
they use mouth swabs to 
screen for at least a half 
dozen other drugs. 

One west suburban de- 
partment plans in the com- 
ing months to start testing 
suspect drivers for marijua- 
na, cocaine, amphetamines, 
methamphetamines and 
opiates like heroin. 

Carol Stream police, who 
are known for their aggres- 
sive enforcement of drunk- 
en driving laws, say they’re 
expanding their attention to 
drugs because they see the 
effects on drivers but aren’t 
always sure which drug is 
involved. It’s believed to be 
the first agency in the state 
to try the new driver drug 
tests. 

“If it’s going to be like a 
breath test, that’s a game- 
changer,” Sgt. Brian Cluever 
said. “If we can make our 
roads safer, we want to do 
that.”
